2 including a frame with a continuous metal surface, at least one light and a plurality of 

3 interchangeable decorative adornments, each including a magnet, 

4 said plurality of interchangeable decorative adornments being magnetically 

5 coupled to said chandelier simultaneously, each of said plurality of interchangeable 

6 decorative adornments being attachable anywhere on said continuous metal surface. 

1 29. (New) A method for changing the appearance of a chandelier comprising: 

2 providing a chandelier comprising a hanging branched lighting fixture with a
